HELSINKI, Finland, Jan. 26— 
Finnish troops repulsed new Rus- 
sian attacks northeast of Lake 
Ladoga, “annihilating” several 
companies which left hundreds of 
dead on the field, an official com- 
munique sald today. 

Fighting northeast of Lake La- 
doga is now in its sixth day, with 
the Russians still unsuccessful in 
their attempt to turn the left wing 
of the main Finnish defenses in the 
southeast, according to military dis- 
patches. 

The official communique said 
that the Russian offensive “con- 

tinued incessantly” and that yes- 
terday there were several Russian 
attacks on the Mantsi Fort, on the 
east coast of Lake Ladoga, where 
the Red army forces were repul-

OTTAWA, Jan. 26.—Canada will have a wartime elec- 
tion at the earliest possible moment, perhaps the last week | 
in March. | 
Taking up the challenge thrown to him and his minis- 
ters by Premier Mitchell Hepburn and Lieut.-Col. George 
Drew, leaders respectively of the Liberal and Conservative | 
parties in Ontario, Prime Minister Mackenzie King seeks a 
new mandate from the people. 
The sixth and final session of the 18th parliament of 
Canada began and ended yesterday, an unprecedented day 
in Canadian parliamentary history. 


Never before has a session lasted only four hours. 
Never before have members left the house at six o’clock 
for dinner, expecting to resume at eight o’clock and learned 
at seven o'clock after an east block cabinet meeting that 


they were mere private citizens again. 


The Prime Minister personally carried the dissolution | 
order to Government House, where Lord Tweedsmuir signed 
it at 5:07 o'clock. 

Whatever the result of the election, the first session of 
the new parliament will likely assemble in April or May. f It 
must vote the funds for all government activities, including 


the war, in the fiscal year starting April 1. 


Conservative Leader Protests 


The government's lightning move did not go without 
protest. Dr. R. J. Manion, Conservative leader, denounced it 
as “unscrupulous politics,” “disgraceful,” “sneering at par- 


liament,” “‘a political trick”. 

J. S. Woodsworth, veteran parliamentary leader of the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation said the Prime 
Minister was acting like a dictator. 


Miss Agnes Macphail, (U.F.O.-Lab., Grey-Bruce) was 
on her feet when the House rose for dinner. 


In the Senate Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen, Conservative 
leader, said it was an insult to parliament to call members 
together without having any legislation to lay before them. 

Although he denounced the government's methods, Dr. 
Manion welcomed the election. For him it means the chance 
of becoming prime minister of Canada at the age of 48. The 
prospect of leading Canada through the difficult years of the 
war and its aftermath looms before him. 


Complains Of Government Action 


He complained of being taken by surprise by the govern- 
ment’s action but made a fighting speech winding up with 
the declaration: e 

“IT am confident the Prime Minister and the government 
will be swept out of power and some other group will be put 
in power to carry on the affairs of the country and its war 
effort.” 

The government’s decision, announced in the Speech from 
the Throne turned an opening day which looked rather tame 
in advance into one of intense excitement. Liberals and Con- 
servatives alike were taken by surprise.

New Nazi Gun 
Said Capable 
155-Mile Range 


LONDON, Jan. 26.~—-Under the 
heading, “Germans Invent Big- 
ger Bertha,” the Daily Telegraph 
reported today that the Nazis have 
a gun capable of firing a 661- 
pound projectile 155 miles. 

If such a super-gun actually has 
been developed and if the Ger- 
mans could seize one of the Dutch 
Islands in the Schelde river estu- 
ary, they might be able to bom- 
bard London and other parts of 
the United Kingdom. 

Militarists here were not per- 
turbed by the report which came 
from the newspaper's Brussels | 
correspondent, They pointed out | 
that the life of such a gun ls ex- | 
tremely short and would be ex- 
tremely costly to manufacture. It 
would be difficult to transport 
and could be fired only with ap- 
proximate accuracy. 

The correspondent said the 
super-big Bertha's barre] is 115 
to 118 feet long and fires shells 
with an initial velocity of 5,9055 
feet per second. 

The mammoth projectile would 
reach an altitude of 37 miles and 
travel 12 miles into the stratos- 
phere before falling to earth,

OTTAWA, Jan. 26.—Following 1s a partial text of Con- 
Servative Leader Manion’s speech in the House of Commons 


yesterday: 


I should like to point out that 
the custom in the parliament of 
Canada always has been for the | 
government to give a copy of the 
speech from the throne to the 
leader of the opposition an hour 
or so in advance, and up to the 
Present that always has been done 
by this government. No such 
courtesy was extended today, not 
even when you, Mr. Speaker, had 
the copy of the speech in your 
hands, So far as I know no copy 
has been sent to any part of this 
house except to the Prime Min- 
ister and the Speaker. 


I merely point this out, sir, be- 
cause it is a discourtesy that not 
only offends all the parliamentary 
traditions of this and the British 
house but which also shows an un- 
fair decision on the part of the 
Prime Minister try to catch 
everyone in this house without pre- 
paration, by the absolutely unpre- 
cedented step he has taken today. 
Until I went into the senate cham- 
ber I had absolutely no hint that 
there was any thought of any step 
like this, 


DISCOURTESY CLAIMED 


It would have been so easy, once 
the right honorable gentleman and 
his government decided on a step 
like this, to follow the usual court- 
eous practice of a Prime Minister 
and a government. However, T must 
Say this is not the first time that 
the right honorable gentleman has 
shown this type of discourtesy to- 
wards me since I became leader of 
the opposition. I regret that very 
much, because many times in the 
past I have said that whetever 
faults the right honorable gentle- 
man might .have--and I suppose I 
have pointed out his faults as often 
as anyone—that was one fault he 
did not have; he was usually court- 
eous in social life and otherwise 
But he has not shown any of that 
courtesy in this instance, 


What he has done from a poli- 
tical standpoint is to carry on 
what I consider unscrupulous 
politics at this time, by calling for 
an immediate election without 
any hint to the people, in order 
to gag discussion in this house 
and throughout the country—at 
all events any prepared discus- 
sion—and to attempt to get a snap 
decision of the people of Canada 
on this great question. 

Mr. King: My honorable friend 
will realize that a Speech from the 

Throne containing a declaration of 
an immediate appeal to the coun- 
try was a document which had to 
be kept very, very secret. Other- 
wise, as my right honorable friend 
knows, the information would have 
been on all the streets of this coun- 
try before it was announced in par- 
Jiament. That is the sole reason 
copies of the speech were not given 
out, 


TO BE READ FIRST 

Mr. Manion: The right honorable 
gentleman merely adds insult to in- 
jury. He suggests that if he had 
Ziven me a copy of the speech I 
would have blathered jt all over the 
streets. As a matter of fact I have 
no doubt at all but that the press 
had copies’ of the speech before it 
was read in the senate. 

Mr. King: T will say that no one 
had a copy of the speech except the 
Governor-General. 

Mr. Manion: T have no doubt at 
all that the press have copies of it 
now, while I have not. 


Mr. King: Then they have not 
carried out their instructions, 
which were that the speech was 
not to be handed out untii after 
it had been read by His Excel- 
lency.

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Referred To The Voters 

The speech from the Throne at the 
opening of parliament yesterday announc- 
ed the rather expected decision of the 
Government to make ‘‘an immediate ap- 
peal to the country”. But it left to Oppo- 
sition members to say what. exactly ‘“‘im- 
mediate” was to mean. 

They were not long about it. The 
afternoon sufficed to show that the politi- 
cal truce had come to an end, that any 
sort of cordial co-operation in carrying out 
the agreed war program was not to be 
looked for, and that the session held no 
prospect but a bitterly conducted political 
campaign—with a still more bitter cam- 
paign in the country to follow it. 

That being the case, the choice was 
dissolution at once or a prolonged, un- 
seemly and distracting wrangle in parlia- 
ment and on the platform at a time when 
the energy and attention of ministers 
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should be centered on organizing and di- 
recting the war effort—possibly a time 
also when the enemy will launch his de- 
layed general offensive and public interest 
will be absorbed in the progress of the 
struggle. The House of Commons was ac- 
cordingly dissolved the same day parlia- 
ment assembled, and a general election is 
to be held forthwith. 

Early dissolution was inevitable in any 
case. “Immediate” dissoiution became 
the only proper course once it was seen 
that the right of the Government to re- 
main in office was to be directly chal- 
lenged. 

The voters are therefore to decide, and | 
decide at once, whether their affairs—in- 
cluding the nation’s war effort—are to be | 
conducted by the present ministry or en- | 
trusted to other hands. Whatever their 
verdict it will clear the air, put an end to 
partisan sniping and sabotage, and give 
some body of men a “direct and unques- 
tioned mandate” to carry on. 


War Is War 


If Senator Scott Lucas of Illinois is a 
good judge, citizens of the United States 
“are not much aroused by censorship of 
mails or interference with ships” by Allied 
warships. Excepting of course that min- 
ority whose use of the mails made it 
necessary in their own defence that Bri- 
tain and France should if possible prevent 
their letters and parcels reaching Ger- | 
many. 

London has just published some in- | 
formation as to the extent to which this 
minority has been sending, or trying to 
send, money and its equivalent to the 
Reich. Contents of intercepted mail 
pouches carried in United States ships and 
destined for Germany ran all the way from | 
cash certificates to jewelry and precious 
stones, totalling £2,000,000 pounds in 
value. 

Disclosure of this use of the United 
States mails for smuggling purposes will 
not do anything to popularize the activi- 
ties of the Allies’ search vessels among the 
Nazi agents in the United States. It may 
result in some of these going to jail. But 
it is likely to still further reconcile the 
general public to these operations, because 
showing they have not been undertaken 
without a very serious reason. 


To allow Germany to import money or 
its equivalent would be to prolong the war, 
and would thus doom Allied soldiers and 
sailors to death. Senator Lucas recognizes 
this, for while he would lodge a “vigorous 


protest” he adds, “After all, what’can we 
do? They are at war, and we know what 
that means,” 

The meaning of it will be still clearer 
to people in the United States as they learn 
the extent to which their mail system has 
been converted into a pipe-line through 
which to pour financial strength into the 
Nazi war-chest. 

Does anyone imagine the United States 
would not,. in. corresponding. circum- 
stances, do just what Britain and France 
are doing? And would anyone not of 
hostile bias blame them for doing it? 


An Injustice Removed 


Ottawa has ironed out another injus- 
tice in the regulations respecting the pay- 
ment of allowances to dependents of en- 
listed men, Hitherto a dependent rela- 
tive of a soldier, other than his wife and 
children, could not obtain an allowance 
unless it was shown the soldier had sup- 


ported the person in question for six 
months prior to enlistment. 

Whatever particular abuse this clause 
was intended to prevent, it was so broad- 
ly worded as to exclude a dependent of a 
man who had been unable to support him 
or her because of unemployment, sickness, 
or other unavoidable circumstance. The 
allowance board is now given power to ex- 
amine each case, and to pay the allowance 
where convinced that the enlisted man 
would have been providing support if he 
had been able to do so. 

This is simple justice to relatives who 
have been in whole or in part dependent 
upon a man now in the fighting forces. The 
discriminatory power given the board will 
prevent relatives who never depended on 
the soldier before his enlistment putting in 
claims for allowances on his account. 


To Help The Red Cross

Legislation will be introduced in the 
House of Representatives to close the U. 
S. embassy in Moscow. It may not pass for 
courtesy sake, but Moscow will have no 
trouble inferring what it signifies as to 
United States opinion of the attack on 
Finland. 


Italy is urging its neutrality as a rea- 
son why it should be given more favorable 
terms for trading with the United States. 
Hoping no doubt that it could build up a 
profitable business as a commission 
broker forwarding United States supplies 
to Germany. That was one thing Hitler 
had in mind when he gave Mussolini his 
blessing for staying out of the war. 


Nineteen bombers have been towed 
across the Montana boundary for the 
Royal Canadian Air Force. That branch 
of the Dominion’s war effort, like the 
Empire training scheme, is gathering mo- 
mentum. It has been handicapped by 
difficulty in getting machines, not men 
to fly them; Britain and France being in 
the U. S. market for almost unlimited 
numbers.

The great poet, hav- 
ing an instinct for business, demanded one 
talent, or abolt a thousand dollars in our money, 
as his fee. “Why, for so much money,” said 
Pytheas, “I can erect a statue of bronze in the 
temple.” “Very likely,’ Pindar coolly answered. 

Later, as greed of fame began to conquer his 
avarice, Pytheas came back to the poet and 
commissioned him to write the ode. Today, as 
Emerson says, not only all the statues of bronze 
in the classical temples are destroyed, but the 
temples themselves have vanished, and the 
cities which housed them fallen away into 
ruinous decay. Of all this pomp of antique glory 
only Pindar’s ode remains complete. 

But for the sake of poctry, it must be con- 
fessed that even a modern Pindar could not 
pump up inspiration to hymn .the graces of 
Galento, It's a far cry from Pytheas to our Tony. 


The Speech from the Throne announcing a 
general election came with dramatic effect. But 
the House of Commons at least did not adjourn 
at the sound of thunder as the Roman assembly 
was wont to do, When Pompey feared Cato 
might be chosen as prateor he shouted that he 
heard the reverberating roll 
of thunder and thus had the 
election postponed. The 
brave Romans thought it an 
invitation to disaster to transact business after 
it had thundered, Today not even the thunders 
of the opposition can effect an adjournment of 
the House unless the government wishes it: 

Canadian public life is not rich in wit, as a 
glance at Hansard swiftly will reveal. Perhaps 
the trouble is that in these days politicians 
have their speeches reported just as they said 
them, without ornament and without reserve. 
In former times it was different. Someone once 
was praising a speech by Chatham, mighty 
master of oratory and the punishing phrase. 
Dr. Johnson broke in with the casual comment 
that the great speech in question was not de- 
livered in that form at all by Chatham but had 
been touched up and improved by himself—in 
a garret. There’s a fortune waiting for modern 
day Johnson’s able to do the same service for 
our hard-worked law-makers. 

As parliament is dissolved, a story about 
Joe Chamberlain is worth telling. A bitter 
debate broke out in the town council of Birm- 
ingham. One alderman, mistaking loudness for 
eloquence, kept on ranting about the liberties 
granted England by the reform bill of 1842. 
Corrected, and told it was the Reform Bill of 
1832, he still shunned the pleasure of accuracy 
and obstinately adhered to his original emror. 
Finally an uproar arose, until Mr. Chamberlain 
restored peace with gaiety by remarking: 
“Surely, gentlemen, there is nothing unusual in 
finding a Tory ten years behind the times.” 


AS THE HOUSE

name doesn’t mean anything to readers. The 
world has gone so mad with its lust for power 
it no longer turns with respect to the little hero- 
isms of daily life that are more important, in

HOPE SHINES It doesn’t contain a moral, 
ONCE AGAIN _ since it is a moral in itself. 


Parker Watkins, a Negro, once 
the tenor soloist of the Hall Johnson choir but 
long unemployed, was listening to Banks 
Kennedy playing an organ that had been put 
into Pennsylvania Station for the Christmas 
season, 

Kennedy asked Watkins to sing. He did, and 
kept right on singing. He sang for the love of 
singing. He did not expect to get a cent for it. 
He might have said with the mediaeval German 
poet, “I sing like the birds, without pay.” 

Hundreds of people paused to hear the im- 
promptu concert. Someone thought of passing 
the hat around to take up a collection for the 
unemployed singer. But although the money 
was welcome, he valued even more the praise 
of Alex. S. Crooks, who heard him one night, 
and said he had mistook Mr. Watkins’ voice 
for the voice of his son, Richard. When the 
concerts ended on January 10, Watkins had 
several lucrative offers and big contracts. 

But he swears he had no idea his singing 
would pay these dividends. He sang for the 
sheer love of it and for once reaped his reward.

Real Forestry 


The provincial government's announcement 
that it intends to change the direction of the 
British Columbia timber industry, diverting it 
largely from fir to hemlock during the next few 
years, has been called mere propaganda by 
interests which have perpetually ridiculed 
every good thing the government has attempted 
and never suggested a single constructive 
alternative. 

Certainly the government has many mis- 
takes and failures to answer for, and it has a 
long, long way to go yet in forestry. But it 
remains true that this is the first government 
and the only government in Canada which has 
ever done anything worth while about forest 
conservation in the last 25 years. 

This government has got on top of the slash 
disposal problem, which no other government 
had dared to tackle. It has enforced the felling 
of snags, a great fire hazard. It has started now 
on large-scale planting of young trees, the first 
plan of the sort in Canada. It has completely 
rebuilt the firefighting organization of the forest 
service, though much more money must be spent 
yet in this work. 

This is a big start and much more will be 
done because it must be done.—Vancouver Sun. 


Air Scheme Unfolds 


Minister of Transport Howe has now given 
us a fairly clear picture of the scope and progress 
of the Empire air training scheme, 

Stripped of rhetoric, broken down to realities, 


“this is the project: 


1. It will involve the use, for training pur- 
poses, of 4,367 airplanes. 

2. Of these, 1,282 will be built in Canada (ex- 
cept the engines); 1,622 (less the wings, which 
will be made in Canada) will be built in Britain; 
870 others will be built in Britain, but assembled 
here; and 593 will be built in the United States. 


3. Altogether, there will be need for 80 air- 
dromes, accommodation for schools and person- 
nel and for “several thousand airplanes.” 

4. More than 10,000 workers will be employ- 
ed in constructing these airdromes and fields, and 
some 35,000 men will be needed for teaching and 
mechanical and “ground” work. 

How is the plan progressing? Mr. Howe tells 
us that some 40 Trans-Canada and municipal 
airdromes can be used “immediately,” and that 
survey parties are now at work in the nine prov- 
inces examining and surveying locations for the 
40 others that will be needed. Meanwhile con- 
tracts are being prepared and will be let shortly 
for the planes that are to be built in Canada, and 
deliveries of the first aircraft coming from out- 
Side is expected by May. 

Taken all in all, judging from Mr. Howe's re- 
port, this scheme now looks like the vitally im- 
portant one that it should be—and which the 
public expects it to be. It seems hardly necessary 
to add that it cannot be prosecuted with too 
much vigor and speed—consistent with effi- 
ciency.—Ottawa Journal,

The man with a vocation for solitude or, at 
least, a sincere desire to get away from it all, 
might have chosen some nook in the Shetland 
Islands just the other day, sure that he would 
live out his dayg in mitigation of the struggle 
for life. But thereabouts it now goes on mightily 
in the air, while Paris and London, so far, are 
spared aerial bombardment. Iceland, first set- 
tled by Irish monastics, is no longer far enough 
away from civilization to be safely out of ear- 
shot of European arguments at sea, Tahiti, the 
most celebrated modern refuge from civiliza- 
tion, stood a bombardment at Papeete from 
Von Spee in the last war. Take the wings of the 
morning and dwell] in the uttermost parts of the 
earth—take Petsamo on the Arctic Ocean, for 
instance, and the habit civilized Europeans have 
long had—and not only they—of killing one

“Robert Burns never in all his 
life-time,” declared Mr. Thomson,

were not originally written for 
money.”

“That is significant. Social and 
political idealisr: did mean much to 
him, but it never had the same com- 
pelling reality as the simple, con- 
crete, immediate experience of love. 


ROLL OF HONOR 

“On wings of love he rose to song;

“TL wish”, Mr. Thomson continued, 
“that I had the power to summon up 
before your mind’s eye the work 
of this beloved bard of ours in all 
its amazing range and compass. 


“The manners of our refined age | 


contrive to hide from us a goodly 
part of that profuse variety which 
he gave us. 

“As for me, I like it and J shall 
apologize to no man that our own 
poet of poets was at home with the 
publicans and sinners and was 
large enough in his own warm 
heart to take the heights and the 
depths, the earthy and the most 
finely noble, 


“There were indeed two Burns, 
and in the long, ever-sharpening 
conflict between the two, he wore 
out his nerves and all his body, and 
he died. But the conflict was 
ultimately in his life, not just in his 
poetry. It was a struggle which 
raged from adolescence till very 
near his death, between standards 
and attitudes which belong to his 
day and age and which his father’s 
careful, stern training had impress- 
ed deep on his mind; and those quite 
different rules and attitudes of his 
own free, illimitable spirit.” 


SCOTS IN CANADA 

Mr. McCuaig, in proposing the 
toast to Canada, said that while 
Burns never knew Canada, this 
Dominion had a spirit he would 
have loved and it owed much to the 
Scotch citizens who have helped 
rear its expanding greatness. 

He recalled that the battle of the 
Plains of Abraham which gave 
Canada to the British was fought 
the very year, 1759, in which Burns 
was born, Many of the most gallant 


so 


soldiers who enabled Wolfe to 
pluck victory from the desperate 
opposition offered by the heroic 


Montcalm were of Scotch origin. 
Among the hardy explorers who 
pushed into unknown regions of 
Canada, until they became trail- 
blazers of a new and mighty coun- 
try hugging half a continent, also 
were Scotch, Mr. McCuaig said. 


Mr. McBride, recalling many 
stirring exploits of Scottish his- 
tory. painted vivid word pictures 
of Scotland, and said that to all 
men of Scottish blood it always 
must be “home.” Declaring that 
Scots were grateful to those of 
other racial origins who had gath- 
ered at the banquet to honor 
Burns, he said that the glory of 
the poet could not be tarnished 
by time nor effaced by man's 
neglect. 

Love of one’s country, he de- 
clared, rang like an eloquent re- 
frain through Burns’ poetry.

In addressing The Bank of Nova 


Scotia shareholders at the 108th 
Annual Meeting held at Halifax on 
January 24th, Mr. J. A. McLeod, 
President, outlined the current out- 
look for business, stressed the neces- 
sity of co-ordinated effort under 
war conditions and pointed out that 
wartime expansion does not mean 
prosperity in the usual sense, 

Business had shown an improve- 
ment in 1939 which was accelerated 
after the outbreak of war. This im- 
provement was particularly pro- 
nounced in manufacturing, where 
employment and production reached 
the highest point on record. Other 
important activities also showed 
improvement, notably agriculture 
and mining output. 


| Business Outlook is 
i Toward Expansion 

Mr. McLeod stated that “Under 
wartime conditions the general di- 
rection of the volume of production 
and employment is likely to be up- 
ward.” Three factors appear to be 
of major importance in the business 
outlook: 

(1) “Public spending in the em- 
ergency of war is of necessity 
greatly enlarged and is bound to 
play a leading part in the business 
situation. That such expenditures 
will be heavy is clearly shown by 
the present estimates of the Domin- 
jon Government's war outlays for 
the first twelve months of the con- 
flict; they are placed at about $375 
millions — an average of roughly 
$1 million per day.” 

(2) “The extent of British pur- 
chasing in Canada is likely to be of 
increasing importance. Although 
British conttacts and orders have 
not been placed rapidly 
country, several very large contracts 
including those covering base 
metals and bacon have been nego- 
tiated and there is every prospect 
that the volume of British purchas- 
ing will be steadily increased. It 
Was recently announced in Ottawa 
that British purchases in Canada 
during the first year of the v 
would probably be in the neighbor 
hood of $400 millions to $500 
millions.” 

(3) “The business situation in the 
United States is mor 
appraise. Business 
is at present holding its gr 
and in some lines is still expa 
after the remarkably sharp 
provement from August to Noven 
ber. So long as conditions rer 
as active as at present, 
for Canadian exports to the U 
States is favourable.”

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CANADA WILL 
KEEP SYSTEM 
OF DEMOCRACY 


Brockington Says That 
Dictatorship Will Not 
Come To Dominion 


TORONTO, Jan. 26.—Canada 
will maintain her fundamental 
democracy in wartime as in 
peacetime, Leonard w. Brocking- 
ton, K.C., recorder of Canada's 
war effort and counseilor to the 


war committee, said here last 
night in an address at the annual 

Toronto Board of Trade dinner. 

“We will not call dictatorship to 
the‘aid of democracy,” declared Mr 
Brockington, “For our own 
strength has always been the dis- 
cipline within ourself.’ 

Freedom of the press and free 
dom of the individual were basic 
in the life of Canada, he said, and 
these hereditary freedoms would 
flourish through war or peace. 

Since the outbreak of war the 
people of Canada have shown, 
without bravado, the unity of the 

dominion with the Empire in the 
conduct of the war against the 

Nazi aggressor, 

Mr. Brockington said the present 
state of mobilization of all phases 
of Canadian war was ahead of any- 
thing expected. 


GEORGE F. DOWNES,

George Francis Downes, B.A., 
LL.B., passed away at his residence,

WiTH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN FRANCE, Jan. 26.— (By ‘Wire- | 
less)—Snow again fell over the | 
western front last night and it is 
intensely cold. The British forces 
are haying a hard time although 
they are standing up well, apart 
from colds and some sore throats 
that made many of us croakers. 
But otherwise it isn’t serious. 

I went up this morning to see 
some troops in the British forward 
positions. They had moved up when 
the cold became bitter and the 
roads becume slippery. They were 
transported in open trucks through 


something like a blizzard and, as 
one of their officers said, meta- 
phorically, nearly froze to death 


Anyhow they had an uncomfortable 
time sitting around on icy roads, 
unable to get any warmth into their 


bodies, however closely they hud- 
dled together. They were Scottish 
troops and hardy men, but this 


weather is no joke, except for those | 
few men who are able to grin and} 
bear it.
